Meadow Lake. 


The Ova-land Jfonflity for Sovoinber 


thus speaks of the Meadow Lake in the 
brief glory of its mining days: "Aud no 
as all the dreams of tho black-art, the 
science, the metallimjy, »'«l the Wow- 
pipe were set at nanght. One after an- 
other, as they abandoned hope, the itis- 
eomtitted gold hunters abandoned Mead- 
ow Iak« ami went down the luonntam, 
More than $2,000,000 had been poured 
into the bottomless abyss of California 
known as Mead work'to pay for mills 
roads, buildings, mining, etc., not m 
clndiu" those intangible and nuknowna- 
blo expenses inevitably connected with 
such schemes as this-$a,000,000 in all. 
Eicht quartz mills hacl been constructed, 
carrying in the aggregate 72 stamps; and 
of all these onlv the U. S. Grant had 
yielded anything—about $100,000—or 
gay one dollar for every thirty expended. 


What a world of work was here done 


in vain! Besides this town of b'30 hous- 
es, which was more handsome and sub- 
stantial than is the wont ot the mining 
towns, and the eight line quartz mills, 
with their ponderous machinery, there 
wero built the neighboring villages of 
Ossavillc, Carlyle, Paris and Mendoza, 
all of which together contained about a 
hundred houses or more. Nearly n hun- 
dred miles of stago roads were construct- 
ed; stations and stables built along them 
at regular intervals; walls dug; four saw 
mills erected: forests leveled widely 
around and converted into lumber; lines 
of stages established; caravans of htigi 
mountain wagons set in motion; and al 
the thousand and one appliances of civ 
ilized life provided. All this and ten 
thousand otter tliiugs done in one btie 
summit Summer, give us an idea of the 
prodigious energy o£ the gold hunter 
which goes a, long way toward covering 
np his follies and his crimes.
